WASHINGTON, Sept 2 <U.R)— The United States today 
blamed Russia for the two-year stalemate ovbr the, 'economic 
unification ot Germany." " 

It did 80 in a note to Moscow rejecting Soviet claims that 
the London th^ce-powcr conference {Britain, Franco and the 
United States) on increasing Germany's industrial levels 
violated the Potsdam agreement. The note said, in part: 

"For over tw'o years the United States government bM 
sought persistently "fo reach agreements on matters affect- 
ing Germany as a whole and to implement the, .provisions of 
the Berlin agreement of 1MS\' 



(Potsdam) which state that 
Germany should bo treated as 
a single economic unit and to 
■ this end certain common poli- 
cies should be establiahcd." . 
AsMrUnir' tlmt Iho "Soviet jov- 
' ..eminent U certainly aware ot the 
' Importance of Oennon production 
tj> ttio economic rehabilitation ol 
Europe," the not« added: 
Cites IIcBTT Burden 
"Tha' failure of the Oovlct bqw- 
■cmment to Implement the Berlin 
a^eement tiaa placed upo:f_.tl;e 
United Stales a heavy tinanclnl 
burden In .the occuoiiUon ol Ocr- 
mony." 

Ttio note waa handed to the 
Soviet embassy yesterday lor deliv- 
ery to Moscow. - 

Despite Soviet objections to rala- 
Ins Oermony'fl industrial levels. 
American, British and French ol- 
flclola met In London Aug. 33-71 to 
discuss an Anglo-American proposal 
to boost Oerman production. Rus- 
sia WAS not Invited. This fact 
prompted her protest over the Ihreo- 
Jrower meeting. 

Can't Accept View* 

The American note said the 
United States was unable to accept 
the Soviet "thesis" that nothlns 
could be done to alleviate the fi- 
nancial burden or to contribute to 
the economic recoiutnicUon ot Oer- 
mony "^tJl the consent of the Sov- 
iet goremmenC has been obtained." 
' The note' was ilsned by Acting 
Secretary of State Robert A. Lovett.

The U. N, atomic energy commission has 
abandoned oil hope of progress toward agree- 
ment in 1947. . And, as things now stand, 
thete Is no prospect ol agreement on -atomic 
energy control until another calendar year 
arrives. The Soviet delegation remains' 
adamant, and nothing In the way of discus- 
sion or suggested compromise by the commls- 
BloH's majority will budge It. - . - 

. Only the other day-Andrei Grotaylco gave 
the UnltiS" Press a restalcment or thB-'ScIVlot 
■ position In answer to an article by Frederick 
H. Osborn, deputy American . representative 
on the commlfislon. Thb explanation was full 
of weasel words, but It was evident that Mr. 

■ Oromyko stlil thinks evcryjjpdy Is out at step 
except Russia. 

The amazing thing aboQt this article was 
that, alter all the thousands of words that 
must have been spoken In the commission 

, -meetings, Mr, Oromyko's thoughts seem to be 

' ' precisely where they alwoyo were. 

* He colls the. Soviet proposal "the only cor. 
red approach" to the problem's solution, 
although all the nations on the commission 
except Russia's., shadow. Poland, take the 
opposite view. 

He still Insists that the' mi^Jorlty-adopted 
United Bt&tes plan would give this country 
"a position of monopoly in the field of atomic 
energy." although anyone who can maintain 
'an open mind while reading must see that It 
wouldn't. 

Ho still Insists that any atomic energy con- 
" trol system must operate within the security 
.council, complete with veto. He takes tho 
position that the U. N. charter is Incapable of 
arriendment, and that elimination of the veto 
would""undennlne the foundation on which 
the erxtlre edifice of the United Nations rests." 
Yet M!r. Oromyko must surely know why 

• the American control plan eliminates the 
veto. He s&ys again that unanimity of the 
five' permanent security council members 
must be operative In "all questions of sub- 
stance 'having relation to the maintenance 
of that peace." 

All this Is old stuff. That very fact Is what 
makes the situation so discouraging. Perhaps 
' Mr. ^ro^yko, ks a> dutiful communist, docs 
not dace or wish to deviate an Inch from 
the line "ot conduct set for film. 

It I3 not necessary to go over the abundant^ 
examples to suggest that good faith Is not the, 
most not&ble feature of Russian foreign' 
policy. Therefore It becomes doubly neces-v 
sary lor the American government to try to 
maintain its supremacy In the atomic field 
with all possible vigor, and to guard with 
extra care whatever "secrets" it may still 
possess. 



WORLD SHOWDOWN 
The United States 'government has^ cm- 
barked upon a delicate, hazardous and highly 
important mission. Its object Is to find which 
Is the more powerful, Russia's veto In 'the U.H. 
security council or the force of world opinion. 

The mission was revealed In the strong, 
blunt speech delivered to the security coun- 
cil by Herschel V. Johnson, the deputy U. 8x 
representative. Its climax w.lU -probably be 
reached at next month's session of tho U.N. 
general assembly. 

■With Mr. Johnson's speech, and its promise 
to carry the Greek problem to the general 
assembly, that body suddenly assumed great 
Importance. Usually thought of as an impres- 
sive but powerless" debatUig society, the os- 
.sembly mliy, by Its' recommendation on the 
Greek situation, do wiyi^ the isecurlty coun- 
cil has been unable to do — force action on a 
threat to world peace in spite of the Soviet 
veto. 

The American course of action In the 
Balkan crisis Is bold, but carefully contrived. 
This goverjEinpnt; as Mr, Johnson stated, "will 
not slt-ldiy" by'=whlle tho territorial integrity 
and political independence of a member of 
the U.N.- is chttllengcd." It will not condone. 
Indefinitely Russia's use of the veto "In de- 
fense of the aggressions of Yugoslavia. Al- 
bania, and Bulgaria." 

However, this government has given notice 
that It win use every means within the 
framework of the U.N. charter to maintain 
peace and -protect Greece from foreign ag- 
gression -and, possibly, the imposition of a 
minority "communist government. 

It was cleat- from Mr. Johnson's speech 
that the U. S. will take no drastle action until 
the assembly has made Its recommendation. 
But It Is also evident from the wording of 
ttifr speech that this government is confident 
that the general assembly will not take the 
Soviet view of the Greek problem. 
I A Greek cabinet minister wos quoted le- 
\ccnUy as saying thaj; there was a "strong pos- 
JslbiUty" that tho U. s. would send troops to 
Greece when American officials had picked 
the right tlnys. Perhaps that is true. But 
It might be gathered from the Johnson 
speech that tho right time will not come un- 
til the . American course of action has the 
general assembly's majority approval and 
imtil other governments are willing' UWend 
their aid In the protection of Greek inde- 
pendence. 

The American government's evident inten- 
tion is to force a showdown not between- 
ItUssla and the U: S., buC^bctwcen Soviet 
policy and vbnd opinion.

Arthur- tor -President movement Is not known at tho 
moment, Herbert Hoover was present at this meeting, 

the resulting resolutJon was Introdtlced In tha house 
by Rep. James E. Van Zandt, Altoona,. Pa., former 
head ot the Vaterans ot Foreign Wan. 

Aa a naval reservist. Mr. Van Zandt has served 
with the Pacific fleet during the vrar,. and Is regardid 
as a great admirer of -our military governor In thi 
far east It Is also recalled that Oeneral MacArthur 
was chief of staff durtni Hoover's adminlstraUon.

In a csble- to Its sponsors, he explained that hi 
preferred. to finish up preliminary work on the Jap- 
ueso treaty before making any report to congress.

It Is not expected that there wilt be any serious 
opposition, ffir Qenoral MacArthur Is the only top 
commander who has not been welcomed and feted 
since tho end of the conflict In which he played so 
prominent a part.

It la recalled that the tiresent chief of staff was a 
MacArthur protege when the latter held the same 
office. Elsenhower waa then MacAithur'a mlllUry 
ilde and personal friend. 

Regardless of their Intentions or ambitions, the 
MacArthur-EIaenhower movement has lowered the 
value of the presidential stock of all other candidates 
for the right to oppose President Tnunan.
